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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1968 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  1968. 

Even  though  the  population  fell  slightly,  the  number  of 
births  was  up  by  81,  giving  a  Birth  Rate  of  19  *04  which  is  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (16  -9). 

The  number  of  deaths  unfortunately  has  also  increased  by 
19  to  193,  giving  a  rate  of  17-2  also  higher  than  that  for  the 
country  (14)  but  134  of  these  were  65  years  and  over  and  81  were 
75  years  and  over. 

There  were  5  infant  deaths  under  1  year,  the  same  number 
as  last  year  but  because  of  the  increased  birth  rate,  this  gave  us 
a  lower  Infantile  Mortality  Rate — 19  -61  (23  -04  for  1967).  This 
is  slightly  lower  than  for  the  Country  (20). 

Of  these  infant  deaths,  3  died  under  1  week,  one  of  pre¬ 
maturity,  one  from  a  congenital  abnormality  and  one  due  to 
birth  injury.  Of  the  others,  one  died  at  2  months  of  pneumonia 
and  one  at  6  months  from  a  congenital  abnormality. 

Unfortunately,  we  again  had  a  maternal  death — a  woman 
of  28  who  died  2  days  after  delivery  from  a  pulmonary  embolism. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  parts  of  the  body 
was  28 — 2  fewer  than  last  year.  Cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus 
decreased  from  12  to  8. 

Deaths  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  vascular  system 
numbered  68  as  against  67  last  year.  Diabetes  caused  only  1 
death  this  year  and  that  in  a  woman  of  over  65  years. 

Pneumonia  caused  12  deaths,  an  increase  of  4  and  deaths 
from  bronchitis  were  up  1  this  year  to  9. 

There  were  3  deaths  from  accidents  but  no  suicides. 
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Again  this  year,  there  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  and 
3  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  spent  a  total  of  13  days  in 
Shildon,  5  in  public  sessions  and  8  at  the  Railway  Works.  In 
the  2,100  X-rays  carried  out,  42  abnormalities  were  found.  19 
persons  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  and  23  to  their  own 
doctors.  2  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  and  2  of 
bronchial  carcinoma. 

Heaf  testing  of  school  entrants  continues  to  be  carried  out 
for  tuberculosis  diagnosis  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  given  when 
necessary  on  entry  to  Senior  Schools. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  showed  a 
rise  this  year  to  220.  This  was  largely  made  up  of  measles 
notifications  (190)  as  the  measles  outbreak  seemed  to  hit  us 
before  we  had  managed  to  carry  out  vaccination  with  the  newly 
released  vaccine.  Let  us  hope  that  the  results  of  these  vaccina¬ 
tions  will  show  their  results  next  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  continues  to  fall  and 
also  those  of  whooping  cough.  There  were,  however,  16  cases 
of  dysentery  notified  this  year  where  we  had  had  none  the  previous 
year.  Even  though  this  does  make  our  figures  appear  worse,  I 
do  welcome  the  notification  of  cases  of  dysentery  by  general 
practitioners  as  then  the  outbreak  may  be  properly  investigated. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox,  poliomyelitis  and  measles, 
and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping 
cough  are  carried  out  in  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Schools  and 
General  Practitioners’  surgeries.  The  response  continues  to  be 
good. 

Influenza  vaccine  was  given  to  38  members  of  the  urban 
district  council  staff  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Home  Helps  were  supplied  to  196  homes  during  the  year — 
20  more  than  last  year. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  continues  to  supply  24  dinners 
twice  a  week.  Unfortunately,  due  to  pressure  of  work  on  the 
Voluntary  Services  it  was  impossible  to  get  the  Meals  from 
Neighbours  Scheme  under  way  this  year  but  it  is  hoped  that  this 
may  be  achieved  next  year. 

The  Luncheon  Clubs  continue  to  operate,  being  quite  social 
occasions,  supplying  20  lunches  at  the  Old  Shildon  Club  on 
Tuesdays  and  20  at  the  New  Shildon  Club  on  Thursdays. 
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The  Red  Cross  administer  the  Chiropody  Clinics  which  are 
staffed  by  a  County  Chiropodist.  Sessions  are  held  twice  weekly, 
a  total  of  93  during  the  year.  At  these  sessions  261  pensioners 
and  one  physically  handicapped  person  received  a  total  of  889 
treatments. 

52  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  with  state  assistance  and 
14  by  private  persons  making  a  total  of  66  for  the  year. 

The  Warden  Service  Bungalow  Scheme  in  Rowan  Avenue 
was  officially  opened  during  the  year  and  both  it  and  the  Garbutt 
Close  one  are  running  very  well.  We  have  found  that  old  people 
are  enabled  to  manage  in  their  own  homes  much  longer  this  way 
when  they  can  obtain  help  and  supervision  from  the  warden. 
Admission  to  a  hostel  which  always  is  a  sad  procedure  can  thus 
be  postponed  in  many  cases  and  even  eliminated  altogether  in 
some. 

The  Municipalisation  of  Dustbins  and  the  conversion  to  the 
Paper  Sack  Collection  System  is  continuing  on  schedule,  approxi¬ 
mately  65%  of  the  town  now  uses  paper  sacks  for  refuse  col¬ 
lection.  The  total  conversion  should  be  completed  by  Mid- 1970. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  continues  to  be  used  as  Ministry 
approval  has  not  yet  been  received  for  the  piping  of  effluent  to 
the  Aycliffe  Disposal  Works  of  Darlington  Rural  District. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  understanding  since  my  appointment  in  August,  my  staff 
for  their  loyalty  and  hard  work  and  members  of  all  voluntary 
organisations  for  their  untiring  efforts.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958, 
there  are  2  slaughterhouses.  The  2  slaughterhouses  concerned 
are  each  attached  to  the  retail  shop  for  which  they  are  used,  and 
conform  to  the  standards  laid  down  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act,  and  have  been  duly  licensed  thereunder.  Ail  animals 
slaughtered  have  been  subject  to  inspection  which  has  amounted 
to  100%.  A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
in  the  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  period. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  also  been  inspected  by  the  Officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  have 
been  found  satisfactory. 

The  2  slaughterhouses  concerned  are  as  follows: —
